AL- 
solutely ignorant of the Chinese linguage, 
aa well as of the Chinese, he is plunged

into a deep morass of incomprehensible 
tangles, but. he gaily dashes ahead as if. it 
were a cavalry charge.

Hongkong and Kowluon have also 
bad their due share of attention in this re- 
spect, and a good deul of planting has been 
done along tho new read leading from Yau- | 
mati to Cheung Sha Waa. Thinning has 
been carried on in vations localities, a total 
of 34,706 trees having been removed and 
sul, The net revenue for forest products 
was $888.98, During the year, 623 trees 
were reported as having “heen illicity cut 
down and removed, and the forest guands 
succeeded in procuring 49 convictions 
against persons guilty of this offence..

Target Practice at Sea. 

The following instructions have been 
issued by the Adiniralty to the command- 
ing officers of all British naval stations — 
All ships under command that exceed 4,000 
tons displacement aro to carry out target 
prctice,once a year under the following 
conditions :—A target, 50 feat long by 25 
feet high, and having 9 mnst 36 fect high, 
isto be laid out. At this each ship is to- 
make two runs on a straight course, open- 
ing fire at 6,900 yards from the targct. 
One run it t be made fur each broatside. 
The ship is to steam at 19 knots, and firing 
is to be continued for fone minutes during 
each ron, All heavy -zuns that will bear 
areto fire on cach run, but not light quick- 
firing and innchine guns.

Foreign Shipping Competition.

Report for 1900. 

The following extracts are from the 
report of. Mr E. Cornewall- Lewis, Acting 
Postmaster General, for tha year 1900, 
which js published in the Grietle -— 


Dopartmentn) Changes. — The Poatinas- 
‘tor Gonoral obtained twelve months’ leave 
of absonce and left for England on the 6th 
March. ‘The Assistant.Postmaster Gonoral 
was appeinted te act during his- absence, 
and the duties of tho Assistant Postmaster 
General were divided botween tho Account- 
ant and the Superintendent of the moncy 
order office. 

On the Inst Janunry, tho six Armeniin 
Clorks, voferred to in Inst year's Report as 
having beon engaged, entered upon their 
duties. 1 regret; to say, however, that 
after two or three months’ “experionea of 
Post Office work, to which they. wero quite 
new,, they all, moro or less hocamo dis- 
satisfied, not only with the hard work and 
long hours, but also with the salaries which 
thoy received, and which they considered 
wero inadequate, owing to'the fact that 
thoy were atrangers to Honglong. By the 


+} end of tho yoar four had sevared their con- 


nection with tho Office. Including tho 
above six clorks, 23. mew uppointments 
wero made during tho-yenr, and 12 clerks 
resigned. With tho exception of threc— 
one with LL years’ sorvica and two with 
throo years'—nono of thosc who resigned 
had cumpleted oven 9 year’s‘nervico, 

Tn the month of May, Mr F. J, Machado, 
the Postmaster at Shanghai for the long 
period of 23 years, retired on ajionsion, 
which ho fully deserved after his longthen- 
ed and faithful scrvico of 43 yoars in ‘the 
Dopartment. Ho waa succeeded by MrW. 
J. Sally, tho Senior Clerk of the General 
Post Uftice, Honukong, whe in his tarn 
was succeeded by Mr G. G, Burnott, trans- 
ferrod from the Sanitary Board, There 
were numorous changes at-Shanghii owing 
to resignations, and with tho advent of s 
new Fostmastet, tho lung-needed additional 
assistance was pressed for, nnd Tam pleased 
to say that three extra mon were grante 
Ly the Government, 

International and Local Correspondence. 
—The table shows sn increase under each 
head in botIP classes of mails dealt with. 
Attontion is drawn to the large nunber ¢ 
bags dealt with, via: 74,844, an incroaxo of 
over ten thousand on the total of the pre- 
vious year. ; 

Postage Stamps.—Front monthly sales of 
stamps at Hongkung the total anwount re- 
ceived was $217,612.24, an inereaso of 
$890.79 on that of the previqus year. ‘The 
anlca of stamps at the British Post Ollice ab 
Shanghni and at the several British Postal { 
Agoncies wuicunted together to tho Sum 
“of 976,220.55 : 

Parcel Pe: The Parcel Post transac- 
tions again this year show am increase on 
that of the previcus year, tho total num- 
bor of parcels handled in 1909 being 54,395 
(of which 6,315 were insured) against 49,354 
(of which 6,217 were insured). 

Revenue and Expendituro.--The total 
revenue received in 1900 wns $325,603.58, 
exceeding that of 1899 by $7. 97, and 
tho total expenditure was $2:35.203.06, less 
by $2,639.68 than that of 1899. The net! 
palance to crodit of the Hongkong Post 
Office on tho year's transactions amaunted 
to tho large sum of $90,340.25. 
> Money Orders.—The total amount oft 
orders issued And paid in Uongkong and | 
Shanghai was $1,102,148.62, whieh was 2D } 
increase on that,of the previous year of 
$468,742.90, The increase in the number 
of Indian regiments statiuned ab Hongkong 
will “account for the lurger number.un: 
amount of Indian orders drawn in 1900. 
The sales of Imporial and local postal notes 
similarly exceetted the sales of 1899, The 
total of the former amounting to~f6,149 
17s. 2d, and the latter tu $6,401.50, The 
increased. salc of Imperial Postal notes was 
largely due to such being applied for to a 
greater extent by the Naval men on this 
station, particularly as their number had of 
Into been so much ndded to by the 
additional ships sent out to augment the 
China tlect. 

Genoral.—Owing to the troubles in North 
China and the consequent despatch there of 
British troops, including a large number of 
India Regiments, it exn well bo under- 
stood that the work of this Depariment 
was considerably added to. The Indian 
Postal Adininistration, however, sent aut 
along with the truops a fully manned and 
equipped Field Post Oilico Establishment. 
After consutttion with ‘me, the Chief 
Supcrintendent, with my consent, arranged 
to open a Baso Post Office: in Hongkong, 
and to this Oftica everything reecived here 
for the China Field Force was to be sent at 
once to be dealt with. 7 7 

T rograt to stato that the Convention for 
Partial Postal Union betweeni this Culony 
and China which was sent forward for 
execution was nob completed, owing to the 
unfortunate troubles in China breaking 
out about the same time. It appears very 
much as if this Convention will be hung 
up jndelinitely. One of the juccae of the 
Convention would have dono pway with an 
anomuty, which. certeinl}f Hidlowed the 
Chincee Imperin] Post Office ku advantage 
over the Bnitish Postal Agencivs in China. 
It was this : ‘Tho Hongkong tate on letters 
is for all places in Ohina (exclusive of Can- 
ton and Macao) 5 cents for each half ounce, 
whereas the Chinese rate is 2 cents for 
each quarter of an ounce dr 4. cents per 


half ounce... I certainly think thot this 
atomaly should cease without delay.
